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The Science that Treats of the Principles of Human Morality and Duty 
WHO ARE THE VIOLATORS OF THE CODE OF ETHICS? 


A study of the violators will show that 
you can usually classify them into 
three groups. DR. I. M. PUTRESCENT 
is quite representative of the first group. 
His office is located on Drainage Canal 
Blvd., and his telephone number is BO 
0-0000. The name, address and telephone 
number are fictitious but are very fitting 
for this type of violator. The Code of 
Ethics means nothing to PUTRESCENT. 
He knows that it is a violation to list his 
name and address in the telephone direc- 
tory in heavy type, also that to list his 
office hours, or some other bit of informa- 
tion about himself, is unethical. 

DR. I. M. PUTRESCENT isn’t con- 
cerned with knowing that—“IF NO AN- 
SWER CALL .. .” in ordinary type, is 
the only line allowed under your name 
in the classified or regular telephone di- 
rectory. 

The above is just one of his many viola- 
tions, and if you were to investigate his 
college days, you would probably find that 
he had spent many afternoons in the 
Dean’s office pleading with the Dean to 
give him “just one more chance.” The 
only comfort you can get from the 
PUTRESCENT type, if you want to call 
it comfort, is that you will find his type 
in every profession and business in ex- 
istence. 

The violator representing the second 
group is a different type altogether. He 
has enjoyed a good practice for years. 


He has been ethical, and in many in- 
stances very active in the affairs of the 
Society. But somewhere along the line, 
he finds himself in violation, either 
through ignorance of the Code, or in fol- 
lowing his own interpretation of the pro- 
visions in the Code. He is sometimes re- 
sentful for being called before the Ethics 
Committee and is generally reluctant to 
admit his error in judgment. He could 
be your best friend, and is usually a one- 
time offender. 

The third group is represented by the 
recent graduate. He deserves your sym- 
pathy and support. He is proud, and is 
anxious to open his own office. If his 
knowledge of the Science of Ethics was 
as thorough as the knowledge he has in 
making a beautiful restoration, he would 
be less likely to find himself in violation 
of any of the provisions in the Code, 
thereby commanding the respect and sym- 
pathy of his fellow practitioners. 

This might be a plea to the universities 
to review their courses, and to recognize 
that a thorough course in the Science of 
Ethics plays just as important a role in 
the success of a dentist as the thorough 
knowledge of any other phase of dentistry. 

To get back to our friend, the 
“Honorable” DR. I. M. PUTRESCENT, 
you probably wonder what happened to 
him. Well, he always complained that the 
Society did nothing for him. The Society

The Dental Budget Plan 


As we approach the end of summer and begin to think of the return to full 
activities we would remind you of another of the many services that your 
Society membership provides for you, that is the Dental Budget Plan. A little 
more than two years ago the Board of Directors approved for our membership 
a deferred-payment plan whereby members may finance the accounts of patients 
who qualify through the First National Bank of Chicago. Thus the patient 
can budget his account with you over a year or more, paying the Bank in 
monthly payments while the Bank pays you the account in full at a discount 
of 4 per cent. The patient pays an interest charge of 6 per cent on the unpaid 
balance which is pro-rated with his monthly payment.

1. It permits the patient to pay for his dental service over a year or more 
and thus to budget his dental bills as he does so many of his others.

COOK COUNTY HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In a detailed report on the results of 
the 3-way card program, Miss Hertha E. 
Larsen, Chief of the Division of Public 
Health Nursing presents the following 
summary for the year 1956-57: 

Out of a total of 71,541 3-way cards 
issued to pupils in the grades using the 
cards, 27,288 cards were returned show- 
ing that inspections had been made while 
an additional 28,875 were returned show- 
ing that the necessary dental corrections 
had been made. A return of 40% on com- 
pleted correction is fine and a great step 
toward saving the teeth of our youngsters. 
It would be unfair to credit the 3-way card 
program with bringing about the 40% 
correction but it would seem reasonable 
that at least half of those corrections were 
motivated by the program. 

We the members of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society are deeply appreciative of the 
Dental Health Education program car- 
ried on by the Cook County Health De- 
partment. It also is further evidence of 
the effective work done by our Dental 
Health Education committee which was 
carried on so effectively by Mrs. Nora 
Walter who had charge of this work in 
the County. However, the momentum 
generated by the effective supervision 
given by the Society to this program can- 
not be expected to last indefinitely without 
further stimulus and supervision. It is 
hoped that in the near future the society 
can again render assistance in making 
the program of Dental Health Education 
even more effective. 

Again we would express our very deep 
appreciation to the County Health De- 
partment for the effective job of Dental 
Health Education that they are doing. 
To Dr. John Hall, Director, Dr. Michael 
Arra, Director of the Dental Program, 
and to Miss Hertha E. Larsen, Chief of 
the Nursing Division of Public Health, 
and their staffs the very sincere apprecia-
